ISTA’S NEW METHO-
DIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH
Laying of the Corner Stone to Take Place on August 26th,

1908,—Brief History of the Church.—Official
Program of Exercises,

Wednesday, August 26, 1008, will be a red-lotter day for the Methodist
Episcopal Chureh in Tionesta, this being the date selected for laying the
vorner stone of the new church, The first chureh edifice wus commenced
in 1830, but was not completed until 1835. Thirty-six years later the
present brick building was dedicated and now after it has been in use for
thirty-seven years the corner stone of the third edifice will be laid.  As is
well known this will be s Memorial Church built jointly by ‘. D. Collins,
F. X. Kreitler and G, F. Watson.  In an carly day this society was very
foeble and was united with a lnrge numbor of other nppointments, into «
circuit that covered miles of the, then, sparcely sottled country. One of
the first ordained Methodist ministers to visit Tionesta, was Itev, R, R.
RRobberts, who was afterward elected o bishop.  In 1806 he was appointed
by the Baltimere Conference to Erie Cirouit, this churge covered so large a
territory that it recuired six weeks to go around it preaching onece each
day and twice on Sunday, he teaveled up the Allegheny river os far as the
State line and undoubtedly preached at the Valentine house at Jamieson
Flata, The pastors of the Erie Circuit continued to visit this loeality until
1821, o class having been formed near Stewarts Run as carly as 1804, In
1521 Tionesta wus one of the appointments of Freneh Creek Cireuit, and
the smne year, o log church was built on the farm of Jumes Dawson near
Stewarts Run.  In 1820 when the lot, on which the present church stands,
waus purchased, the pastors of French Creck Circnit were Hiram Kinsley
and Willinm P. Babeock, Since then the following have been appointed
as pastors of the church, some of whom, however, only preached here oe-
enstonally, as there wasn time when the first eliureh was in such o dilapi-
dated condition that it could not be nsed for service: -
